GUIDES IX) GOOD TASTE 


Clothes Closet Comfort 


Well-built, well-equipped clothe* 


closet: not only add to family har- 
mony, but they make clothe* last 
longer and lessen the energy needed 
to car« for them, says Mildred Carney 
of the New York state college of 
borne economics. 


Modern closets should hare plen- 


ty of light and air. Both help to - 
discourage moths. Light is espe-! 
dally important for convenience. If j 
a window i$ not possible, an artificial j 
iizht should be placed In every; 
closet, either an electric light or a1 
fiajhilght hung near the door. The 
closet should be as dustproof as pos- 
sible. A floor raised above the floor- 
Uvei oC the adjoining room and a [ 
tightly fitting door are paying in-' 
restments, since dust is harmful to 
clothing. Ever?' closet needs rods for 
aangers and a hanger for every dress, 
and provision for keeping shoes oft 
the floor and hats off a flat shelf. 


\Vhec the house does not provide 


enough storage space, closets may 
often be built into waste spaces. 
They should be large enough to have 
some built-in shelves and drawers be- 
sides rods for hanging garments. A 
closet with a lengthwise rod should 
be at least two feet deep, but a fif- 
teen, eighteen, or twenty-inch depth 
makes a satisfactory closet if exten- 
sion rods are used. The rods need 
lie no higher than the shoulder-level 
o. the person using the closet, so 
the space above may be used for 
she.res or drawers, of which the 
higher ones are useful for storing 
winter clothing or bedding. 


Closets should be as attractive as 


the rooms near them. The walls may 
"e finisned with wall paper like that 
oj the room, covered with two coats
